To the Preachers and Laity of the Louisiana Conference: 

We, your Presiding Elders, desire earnestly to call your attention to 
the following quotations from the Discipline, in which we haye the law 
which directs how to raise the support of your ministry : 

1. — Bishops. 

It shall be the duty of the Book Committee to make an estimate of 
tne amount necessary to furnish a competent support to each effective 
Bishop, considering the number and condition of his family * * * 

The Book Committee shall divide the aggregate sum required to be 
raised for these purposes among the Annual Conferences, according to 
their several ability ; and the Annual Conferences shall apportion the 
same to the several districts ; and the District Stewards to the several 
charges. The amount apportioned to each pastoral charge for the sup- 
port of the Bishops shall be a pro rata claim with that of the Stationed 
Preachers and Presiding Elders, and no Preacher or Presiding Elder 
■ ^ n £ ltled t0 his allowance except to the extent to which the claims 
I i Bishops are met by the station or district with which he is con- 
nected. (See pages 201 and 202 Discipline of 1876.) 

2.— Presiding Eldees. 

There shall be, annually, in every district a meeting, composed of one 
steward from each circuit or station, to be selected by the Quarterly Con- 
ference, whose duty it shall be, with the advice of the Presiding Elder 
who shall preside at such meeting, to made an estimate of the amount 
necessary to furnish a comfortable support to the Presiding Elder and 
to apportion the same, including house rent and traveling expenses and 
also the claim of the Bishops assessed to the district by the Annual 
Conference, among the different circuits and stations in the district ac- 
cording to their several ability; and in all cases the Presiding Elder shall 
snare with the preachers in his district in proportion with what they 
have respectively received; but if there be a surplus of money raised 
i or the support of the preachers in one or more of the circuits or stations 
m his district, he shall receive such surplus, provided he do not receive 
more than his allowance. (See pages 203 and 204 Discipline 1876.) 

3. — Preachers. 

It shall be the duty of the Quarterly Conference of each Circuit and 
btation, at the session immediately preceding the Annual Conference to 
appoint an EstimatingCommittee, consisting of three or more members 
of the Church, who shall, after Conferring with the Preachefh, make an 
estimate of the amount necessary to furnish a comfortable support to 
the Preacher or Preachers stationed among them, taking into consider- 
ation the number and condition of the family or families of such

On motion the Bishops were requested to change the time of holding 
the Louisiana Conference so that it would fall as near February first as 
possible. 

Question sixteen was taken up and the Statistical Secretary read the 
summaries of the statistics for 1877. (See Statistics). 

The Conference Stewards reported, and their report was adopted. (See 
Eeports). 

The Secretary presented the report of the cost of publishing minutes 
and blanks for statistics for 1877. (See Keport). Keport adopted. 

On motion the Presiding Elders were authorized to publish the min- 
utes for 1878 and to assess $30 upon the Preachers of the South New Or- 
leans District, and $30 upon the Preachers of each of the other three 
Districts, and were authorized to retain the amount assessed from the 
first quarter's missionary money where appropriations are made. The 
money thus raised is to be used in paying the balance due on account 
for 1877 and to publish the minutes for 1878. 

On motion the Secretary was authorized to retain $12 50 from the 
Conference funds, placed in his hands for Mrs. Daily, to pay that amount 
of missionary money due the charge at La Teche and which was in the 
hands of Dr. Daily at the time of his death. 

Committee on Education reported, and after an address upon the 
New Orleans University by Prof. J. S. Bean, the report was adopted. 
(See Beport). 

The Committees on Bible Cause, Auditing Accounts of Presiding Elders, 
Temperance, Orphans' Home, Church Extension reported, and the re- 
ports were adopted. (See reports.) 

On motion the following order for taking the collections for 1878 was 
adopted :

Bishop Harris spoke at length on the disciplinary way of supporting 
the ministry. The Secretary spoke of the amount of money this Con- 
ference receives yearly from the treasuries of the Benevolent Societies 
of the Church. He spoke of this as indicating the devotion of the 
Church to our people and work in the South. 

After some most excellent remarks by Bishop Harris, he read the ap- 
pointments, and Conference adjourned.

FREEDMEN'S AID SOCIETY. 

This noble society has, in spite of the hard times, pushed forward with 
unabated zeal and success its great work of maintaining institutions of 
learning m the Southern States. This society maintains seventeen col- 
leges and seminaries in the South in which are the following students : 
Biblical 393, law 10, medical 32, collegiate 64, academic 285, normal 1065 
intermediate 541, primary 780; total, 3170. 

The society has collected and disbursed during the past year $70,442,- 
65 This is an increase of $12,237 90 over 1876. This fact is highly 
creditable to the energy and ability of those in charge of the Society 
and expresses well the sympathy and interest our friends in the North 
have in the welfare and elevation of the colored people of the South. 
The debt of the society has been reduced from $18,000 to $15,000, and it 
is expected that a still greater reduction will take place the coming 
year. ° 

As a Conference, we should do more to help ourselves in supporting 
our own New Orleans University. The valuable property of that institu- 
tion, on the corner of Camp and Race streets, cost our Conference noth- 
ing, and the Freedmen's Aid Society supports the teachers at an ex- 
pense of about $3000 a year. The contributions of this Conference for 
the past year foot up only $86 10. So small an amount for a society 
which does so much for the colored people of this State, is almost dis- 
graceful. It at least indicates a great neglect on the part of our preach- 
ers, for we have no doubt that if the work of this society was brought 
clearly before our people they would give to it more liberally.

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BOAED OF CHUKOH EXTENSION. 

Your Committee to which was referred the subject of Church Exten- 
sion, report that the work of the Board of Church Extension during the 
past year has been successfully carried forward. Eor the ten months 
ending Oct. 31, 1877, the Board not only held its own but made a good 
advance. This increase of collections came from bequests to the loan 
fund. There was, during that time, a slight falling off in the collections 
from the churches. It is a sad fact that every year there is a large num- 
ber of Churches which take no collections for Church Extension. 

The Board of Church Extension has been an invaluable aid to our 
work in Louisiana. Every year one or more Churches have been helped 
where there was special need. During 1877 Wesley Chapel, New Orleans, 
has received a donation of $200, to aid in completing important and nec- 
essary improvements, and Asbury Church, in New Orleans, received a 
donation of $100 to complete paying the last of its debts. 

The Louisiana Conterence raised for this important work of Church 
Extension only $131.80, the past year. Your Committee feels that this 
amount could be largely increased if the Preachers would bricg the mat- 
ter more fully and earnestly before our people. The Board of Church 
Extension asks the whole Church to raise $137,000 during 1878. Of this 
amount Louisiana is asked to raise $500. If wo raise this amount this 
Conference is entitled to receive $1,500 during 1878, to aid its needy 
Churches. That is, the Board of Church Extension proposes to give us 
$3.00 for every $1.00 we raise. 

Besolved, That we here record our thankfulness to the officers and 
managers of the Board of Church Extension for the very earnest inter- 
terest they have taken in our work in this State, and for the generous 
help they have given. 

Besolved, That we will make a very strong effort to raise our full as- 
sessment, $500, during 1878.

MEMOIRS. 



WILLIAM M. DAILY. 

Wm M Daily D. D., L. L. D., was born in Cashocton, Ohio, in 1812 
The same year his father moved to the territory of Indiana, and located 
his family in Franklin county, on a farm near Brookville, the county 
town There he spent his childhood days and attended the county 
school when there was one. Having a frail constitution, it was decided 
when he was quite young that he would never be fit for manual labor. 
When he had learned all he could at the county school, he was sent to 
Brookville where he learned all that was taught there. At fifteen he 
left home to take charge of a school in an adjoining county and begin 
life for himself which he preferred to do, when he found he could not do 
his share of the work on the farm, although his father was a man m 
comfortable circumstances. He preferred to work and be independent. 
He was baptized in infancy and grew up in the Church. At sixteen he 
exhorted and preached— the people going miles to hear him, the boy 
preacher," as he was called. In 1831 he joined the Conference. In 1833 
he was ordained deacon by Bishop Soule, in Madison, Indiana, where the 
Conference was held, and Mr. Daily was stationed. 
In 1835 he was ordained Elder by Bishop Koberts. ^ 
While discharging all the duties the Church required of him as a 
minister which were very laborious in those days, he kept up his studies, 
alwavs rising at four o'clock in the morning, that he might have a few 
hours at his books, as well as studying on horseback when going to his 

aP In°1835-36 he was stationed at Bloomington, Indiana, where he dis- 
charged the duties of pastor and student, graduating in 1836 m the 
Indiana State University. In 1837 he was agent of the Preachers Aid 
Societv In 1838 he was transferred to the Mission Conference, and 
Rationed in St. Louis. Soon after he was elected a professor in St 
Charles College. He remained in Missouri until 1840, when he returned 
to Indiana in broken health. He rested a year or two with his father 
and visiting old friends. His trouble was hemorrhage of the lungs In 
the sprino- of 1813, at the suggestion of Bishop Ames, he was called to 
take charge ol a congregation in Madison, Indiana. Here he met and 
was married to Miss Permelia A. Northcraft, who survives to mourn his 

l0 In the winters of 1844 and 1845 Dr. Daily was chaplain in the United 
States Congress, after which he was stationed at Bising Sun and Evans- 
vilie, then agent for the Asbury University, then Presiding Elder of the 
Bloomington and Madison Districts. _ , _ . . ... 

In 1853 he was elected president of the Indiana State University, 
when, after six years of hard labor, he resigned and returned to Madison 

m The 9 parents of Mrs. Daily having died, Dr. Daily settled the business 
of their estate. In 1852 Dr. Daily was a member of the General Con- 
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ference. In 1862 he was appointed hospital chaplain at St. Louis by Mr. 
Lincoln, through the recommendations of Senator Wright and Governor 
Morton, which position he held until the close of the war in 1865. At the 
close of the war, being desirous of going South, at the request of Gov. 
Yates, Postmaster General Dennison appointed him special mail agent. 
He received the degree of A. M. from the Indiana State University, and 
Augusta College, Ky., when Bishop Bascom was president of the latter. 
He received the title of D. D. from Indiana State University in 1852, and 
the degree of L. L. D. from the University of Louisville. 

Dr. Daily became connected with the Louisiana Annual Conference in 
January 1869 and was appointed by Bishop Scott to the Baton Rouge 
District, and after serving four years he was appointed to the Up- 
per District on which he served a term of four years. In January, 1877, 
Dr. Daily was made Presing Elder of the North New Orleans District, but 
his time of departure had come. A few days after Conference he was 
taken seriously ill, and in a few days passed away. Shortly before he 
died as Drs. Hartzell and Braun, of the Louisiana Conference, stood by 
his bedside the former remarked "Doctor your are almost home." His 
reply was "Yes almost home and all prepared." These were his last 
words. His funeral was very largely attended in Ames Church, New Or- 
leans, and his remains, a few months after his death, were removed to 
Madison, Indiana, his old home, where they now repose. 

HENRY P. TAYLOR. ' 

Henry P. Taylor, died at Houma, La., January 15th, 1877, aged 52 
years. He was born at Charlestown, South Carolina, and converted at 
the early age of 13. He was born in slavery, but such were his natural 
abilities that he received an education with the free children of his na- 
tive place. He came to Louisiana in 1845, and assisted in the erection 
of Wesley Chapel, New Orleans. He joined the Louisiana Conference in 
1873, as an Elder from the African Zion Church, and brought with him a 
whole congregation. He was appointed two years to Plum street, New 
Orleans, and two years to Houma, where he died. He was twice mar- 
ried. His first wife died some 19 years ago, leaving three children who 
are an honor to their parents. His last wife survives him, and, with 
those children, mourns his sudden decease. His last sickness was brief, 
but it found him at his post and ready to depart. Bro. Taylor died in 
the triumph of faith, dearly beloved by his brethren in the Church and 
Minstry. Their memory of him is pleasant, and he "being dead, yet 
speaketh." He was a fine vocalist, but his voice is mingled with the 
song of the redeemed in glory. Thus passed away, a Christian gentle- 
man, a dearly beloved parent and husband, and a highly respected ser- 
ant of the Lord Jesus Christ. His end was peace.

CONSTITUTION. 

AETIOLE I. 

The Corporate name of this Society shall be "The Preachers' Aid So- 
ciety of the Louisiana Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church." 

AETICLE H. 

The object of this Association is to raise and perpetually maintain a 
fund for the relief of the Preachers of said Conference ; said funds to 
consist of funds accruing from bequests, donations, and such other 
sources as maybe opened up ; and of sums received by the annual and 
life subscriptions of members of the Society. 

AETICLE III. (As Amended.) 

Any person, minister or layman, male or female, may become a mem- 
ber of this Society upon subscribing to this Constitution and paying 
the sum of one dollar, annually ; and the payment of ten dollars at any 
one time shall constitute a member for life. 

AETICLE IV. 

The Officers of this Society shall be a President, Yice-President, Sec- 
retary, Treasurer, and Five managers. These said Officers and Managers 
shall constitute a Board of Control, having full power to manage the af- 
fairs of the Society subject to this Constitution. The Treasurer and two 
of the Managers shall be Laymen. 

The Officers and Managers shall be elected at the annual meetings of 
the Society, and they shall hold their offices till the close of the term of 
the Annual Conference next ensuing, or till their successors are elected. 

The Treasurer shall, before entering upon the duties of his office, give 
bond and security in such penal sum as may be deemed proper by the 
Board of Control, which bond shall be approved by said Board, and filed 
with Secretary. 

The Board shall have power to make By-Laws, not inconsistent with 
this Constitution, for their own government and that of the Society, . and 
five members shall constitute a quorum. 
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Vacancies occurring in any office in the interim of Conference, by death, 
resignation, or otherwise, may be filled by the Board. 

AKTICLE V. 

The annual meetings of the Board, shall be in the City of New Orleans, 
within thirty days next preceding the session of the Annual Conference ; 
and special meetings of the Board may be called by the President, or 
any three members thereof, upon reasonable personal notice. 

The annual meeting of the Society shall beheld in regular Conference 
Session, at 10 a. m., upon the second day of the Session, the President of 
the Conference presiding ; at which time the Society shall elect officers 
for the ensuing year, and the Board shall present a full and detailed re- 
port of the condition of the Society, its receipts and expenditures, with 
all other matter that may be necessary to a full understanding of its do- 
ing, by the members. 

ABTICLE YI. 

The Board shall have power to appoint an Agent and fix the amount 
of his salary, who shall labor for the increase of the fund in such manner 
as they shall direct. 

ABTICLE VII. 

The Board shall, at their annual meeting, appoint an Investing 
Committee of three, of whom the Treasurer shall be one, who shall have 
discretionary power over all the investments of the Society, subject to 
such restrictions as the Board of Control may deem proper to impose. 

The Committee shall make a full report of its doings and of the con- 
dition of the entire fund, to the Board at their annual meeting, and the 
Trearurer shall, at the same time, present a report of receipts and ex- 
penditures during the current year, and of the amount on hand, aud the 
Board shall thereupon fix the amount to be applied to the objects of the 
Society for the Conference year then closing, and shall order accordingly, 
which amount the Treasury shall be authorized to pay over to the Dis- 
bursing Committee. Contingent expenses shall be paid by the Treasurer 
upon the order of the Board, and no sums shall be paid out by him ex- 
cept as herein directed. 

ABTICLE VIII. 

The proceeds of the fund shall be applied to aid the following classes 
of persons, and under the following limitations and restrictions : 

Mrst— Superannuated Ministers of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
who shall have performed four years effective service in the Louisiana 
Conference after the date of their reception on the trial by the Confer- 
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ence, or transfer to the Conference, and who shall at the time be mem- 
bers of said Conference, and the families of said Ministers. 

Secondly— The widows and minor children of deceased itinerant Min- 
isters, who shall have performed like service in said Conference, and who 
shall, at the time of their decease, have been members thereof ; provided 
that such widows or children be persons of good moral character. 

Provided further, that upon the recommendation of the Disbursing 
Committee, and by a, vote of two-thirds of the members of the Confer- 
ence present and voting, the foregoing restrictions may be suspended in 
any particular case, and a discretionary appropriation be made. 

AETICLE X. 

This Constitution may be altered or amended at an annual meeting of 
the Society, by a vote of two-thirds of the number present, s^ich alter- 
ation or amendment having been first recommended by a majority of all 
the members of the Board. 

AETICLE XL 

The Board shall, during the session of each Annual Conference, ap- 
point a Disbursing Committee, to serve to the close of the ensuing Con- 
ference, who may be the Stewards and two Laymen. 

This Committee shall, in the interim and during the session of the 
Conference, obtain all practicable information as to the condition and 
necessities of claimants on the fund, and shall, upon such information, 
recommend appropriations to the full aggregate amount allowed by the 
Board for distribution, which recommendation shall be submitted to the 
Conference for approval. 

AETICLE XL 

The Corporate Seal of this Society shall be a metallic impression, with 
the following words and letters, to wit : 

« The Preachers' Aid Society, Louisiana Conference, Methodist Episco- 
pal Church."
